NEW SHARP RISE IN DOLLAR 
SENDS POUND TO $4.80 1-2 


Continental Investors Reported 
Buying American Money in Fear 
of Gold Seizure. 

By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Sept. 12.—Europe’s ten- 
sion was reflected in a further 
sharp rise in the dollar to 4.80% to- 
day, supported by heavy continen- 
tal buying. 

Gold reached a new high since 
March, 1935, at 144 shillings 7% 
pence ($34.76) an ounce, three pence 
dearer than Saturday. 

Offerings of gold amounted. to 
£1,298,000 (approximately $6,238,577) 
at the time of price fixing, when 
the dollar was 4.805%. 

Some reports said continental in- 
vestors were selling gold and in- 
vesting in the dollar, in the fear 
that gold might be taken by the 
Government in emergency. 

Business in the Stock Exchange 
decreased. British Government 
bonds and other “blue chip” secur- 
ities were marked down. 

War loans were nearly 1 per cent 
lower at 100% and European bonds 
down small fractions. Trans-Atlan- 
tics were around parity but there 
was scarcely enough business in 
other directions to test prices.

Recalls Otte Dickmann’s Offer. 

Otto Dickmann, the Finance Com- 
missioner said, “indicated he would 
be willing to handle the real, es- 
tate” at that meeting, whether or 
not the matter of exclusive con- 
tracts was discussed. 

Holt “said he granted the “ex- 
clusive contracts because there had 
been delay in disposing of the real 
estate holdings of closed banks 
when the business was available to 
any real estate dealer. 

“It seemed to be a case of what 
was everybody’s business was no- 
body’s business,” the Finance Com- 
missioner said. F 

The meeting in Jefferson City at 
wvhich Mayor Dickmann and his 
brother were present, Holt said, 
was “30 to 60 days” before the con- 
tracts were awarded to the Dick- 
mann firm. The Mayor was in Jef- 
ferson City on that occasion, the 
Finance Commissioner added, to 
confer with Gov. Lloyd C. Stark 
concerning relief funds for St. 
Louis. 

The Dickmann company’s con- 
tracts, Holt said, were not referred 
to the Attorney-Géneral’s office, or 
to any of the St. Louis Circuit Court 
Judges supervising liquidation of 
the banks. 

“I didn’t know that was required,” 
he said. “There was not any in- 
tention to avoid getting an opinion 
on legality of the contracts, it just 
did not occur to me. As I see it 
now, that should have been done.” 

McKittrick to Confer With Aid. 


Attorney-General Roy McKittrick, 
who returned to Jefferson City to- 
day after a vacai.on, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter he would 
confer about the Dickmann deals 
in real estate of closed banks with 
his assistant, Covell Hewitt, who 
handles legal matters referred -to 
the office by the State Finance 
Commissioner. 

The Attorney-General said he 
merely wanted to inform himself 
of developments in his absence from 
the State, and that he did not know 
whether he would make an investi- 
gation.

Voting was slow and tedi- 
ous and complaints were loud and 
vigorous from workers who formed 
lines before 6 a. m. when the polls 
opened, and, in some instances, were 
‘compelled to leave for work with- 
out voting.

Some 
poll officials, despite training 
courses, did not know how to put 
‘the machines into operation. An 
emergency squad of 12 experts 
dashed around the city in taxicabs 
smoothing out tangles. . 

In most precincts, election au- 
thorities overlooked the two-min- 
ute voting limit, permitting voters 
-to.remain in the booths as long a8 
15 minutes. 

Record Turnout Forecast. 

Record balloting was forecast as & 
result of the intense interest 
aroused: by the Administration’s 
fight to unseat Tydings, who has 
Opposed some of Mr. Roosevelt’s 
program, and to replace him with 
Lewis, “100 per cent New Dealer” 
twice praised publicly by the Presi-., 
dent. 

By taking a hand in the Tydings-

To Mobilize If Necessary. 

The French Cabinet earlier today 
completed plans for general mo- 
bilization in case it became neces- 
sary in the Central European situa- 
tion, informed sources asserted, 

The Ministers, who reviewed the 
preparations in a meeting with 
Premier Edouard Daladier, were 
also said to have drawn up meas- 
ures for evacuation and protection 
of the civil population if war should 
come, 

Plans for the two steps were sub- 
mitted by high army chiefs and 
approved by the Ministers. 

An open telephone line connected 
the Premier’s office with No. 10 
Downing street, London. Daladier 
and British Prime Minister Neville 
Chamberlain were said to have con- 
versed frequently. 

In Paris and throughout France 
crowds gathered before news bul- 
letin boards, watching latest re- 
ports from Nurnberg, Germany, 
where Reichsfuehrer Hitler ad- 
dressed a Nazi party rally. Many 
Parisians abandoned work to gath- 
er on street corners and cafe ter- 
races. : 

Army Keyed to High Pitch. 

While the Ministers were closeted 
in the War Ministry offices—Pre-

to their highest pitch of efficiency. 
Some 2,000,000 men, 2000 fighting 
planes and 200 ships of France’s 
fighting flegts were in readiness.

The generals, who conferred 
with Daladier immediately after the

Official silence prevailed as to

The Cabinet reviewed the mili- 
tary, naval and aerial precaution- 
ary measures already taken, Ob- 
servers thought these were more 
extensive than announcements 
would indicate. 


Reserves Join Ships, 

At Invergordon, on the north 
coast of Scotland, volunteer reserves 
joined home fleet cruise ships for 
two weeks’ “normal” training. 

The aircraft carrier Courageous 
steamed out into the North Sea for 
aerial maneuvers in conjunction 
with planes from land airdromes. 

In Moray Firth, destroyers and 
minesweepers maneuvered. 

No communique issued from 10 
Downing Street, but it was under-

SECOND FORCE AIMS 
AT LUNGHAI JUNCTION 


See-Saw Fighting on Yang- 
tze, With Chinese Assert- 
ing They Inflicted 3000 
Casualties. 

By the Associated Press. 

SHANGHAI, Sept. 12—The Jap- 
anese continued today to concen- 
trate on new overland drives to- 
ward the Peiping-Hankow Railway, 
which would give them a direct ap- 
proach to Hankow, China’s provi- 
sional capital. 

Two columns were moving west- 
ward about 125 miles apart, one 
aiming at Hsuchang, 40 miles south 
of the Lunghai Railway junction, 
and the other at Sinyang, 100 miles 
north of Hankow. 

The northern column was report- 
ed to be within 50 miles of the rail- 
way, while the southern was closing 
in on Hwangchwan, about 75 miles 
east of Sinyang. The iatter, ad-: 
vancing rapidly, was regarded as 
the most serious threat. 

Along the north bank of the 
Yangstze River a see-saw conflict 
was going on betwen Hwangtsi and 
Kishui, about 100 miles downriver 
from Hankow, with the Chinese re- 
porting they had inflicted 3000 
casualties. 

The Japanese destroyer Migama, 
with two large shell holes amidship, 
was towed to the Kiangnan dock- 
yard for repairs. It had been re- 
*ported sunk near Kiukiang. This 
~emakes the fifth Japanese ship tak- 
en to the dockyard for repairs. 


Japanese Plane Reported to Have 
Bombed Standard Oil Property. 
HONGKONG, Sept. 12.—Chinese 

reported today that a Japanese 
plane Saturday bombed Standard 
Oil Co. property at Hoihow, on 
Hainan Island off the south China 
coast. One bomb was said to have 
struck the Chinese manager’s resi- 
dence, which was flying the Amer- 
ican flag and had in addition two 
large American flags painted on its 
roof, 

Standard Oil officers here said no 
official reports had been received 
as yet, but that they understood the 
buildings were hit in an attack on 
nearby military headquarters. No 
casualties were reported.

Rickey-Frisch Friction. 


Friction between Frisch and 
Rickey, accepted generally as the 
outstanding factor in the ending of 
Frank’s career as leader of the 
Cardinals, has been intermittently 
evident for several years. When 
Gabby Street was dismissed =<nd 
Frisch appointed manager, it was 
rumored that Rickey disapproved 
of the change. 


Before the 1938 season, it was 
rumored that Rickey had voiced ob- 
jections to some of the Frisch 
policies. Prior to the opening of 
the season, however, business man- 
ager and field leader held a long 
conference and all differences ap- 
parently were ironed out. 

One of the points of criticism in 
Rickey’s case against Frisch, was 
the fact that while the Cardinals 
were playing in New York and 
Brooklyn, Frisch spent his evenings 
at his home in New Rochelle, “45 
minutes from Broadway.” Rickey 
argued that Frisch’s place was not 
in his home but with the ball club, 
although it is customary for base- 
ball men, when in the city where 
they make their residence, to spend 
their evenings under the family 
roof. Bill McKechnie always mo- 
tored to Wilkinsburg, Pa., after 
games at Pittsburgh. Burleigh 
Grimes and Charley Grimm rarely 
slept at hotels while in St. Louis. 


Hint from Rickey. 


The writer called on Rickey at 
his office Thursday afternoon and 
asked Branch if Frisch was going 
to manage the club in 1939. Rickey 
declined to discuss the question for 
publication, but indicated that he 
was in favor of reappointing the 
Fordham Flash, “under certain 
conditions.”

GRANDSON OF VICTORIA 


Cousin of British King, Mem- 
ber of Privy Council 
.Succumbs at 55.

LONDON, Sept. 12.—Prince Ar- 
thur of Connaught, grandson of 
Queen Victoria, died today at 3:30 
a. m., after a long illness. He was 
55 years old. 

‘A bulletin signed by Sir Russell 
Wilkinson, physician to Prince 
Arthur, and Viscount Dawson of 
Penn, physician-in-ordinary to King 
George, said: “His Royal Highness, 
Prince Arthur of Connaught, died 
at 3:30 a. m. while asleep.” 

Prince Arthur, nicknamed the 
“handyman of the royal family,” 
a Privy Councillor since 1 and 
member of two of the great orders 
of knighthood—Garter and Thistle 
—had been little in public affairs 
in recent years.

Visit to Greenbelt. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
REENBELT, Md., is about 12 miles 
northeast of Washington, D. C.; it is 

nicknamed “Tugwell’s dream” or “Tug- 
well’'s folly,” depending on one’s attitude 
toward such attempts at collectivism, the 
offspring of the Rural Resettlement Ad- 
ministration. 

I visited it recently, and it is my per- 
sonal hope that this agency will have a 
very large progeny. Imagine a commu- 
nity for nearly 1000 families where rents 
range from $18 a month for an ingenious 
one-room-and-kitchenette apartment to 
$39 for an elaborate six-room residence, 
with heat and hot water included. The 
kitchens have electric refrigerators and 
ranges, the average bill being about $2.85 
per month. Each road has an underpass; 
there are large and beautiful lawns; the 
commodious meeting house is a work of 
art. Monotony of construction has been 
cleverly. avoided. 

However, the business life is what of- 
fends the rugged individualist most. 
There are a co-operative drug store, gro- 
cery and moving picture theater; there 
is a credit union and there are garden 
plots. A 2l-acre lake provides fishing 
and swimming. 

I had one doubt: weren’t these people 
terribly regimented? I asked them about 
it. They looked blank, and I explained 
that regimentation implied a restraint of 
personal liberty. With a half-bored air, 
I was given to understand that, for the 
first time in their lives, they enjoyed a 
new freedom: freedom from worry as to 
how to make ends meet. 

On the way back to St. Louis, I passed 
through some company towns of the 
Pennsylvania coal fields, and the West 
Virginia industrial regions. And I could 
not help comparing the unregimented, | 
free denizens of these towns with the 
deluded, regimented inhabitants of Green- 
belt.

Meanwhile, speaking at Nurnberg, Hitler makes an 
ambiguous statement that does nothing to bring the 
moderation of feelings so greatly needed to calm the 
crisis. Boasting, like Goering, of German might, 
he indicates determination ultimately to include the 
Sudetens in Gréater Germany. Will the attempt be 
made now? The world awaits Hitler’s major speech 
of today for a clew to the. answer. 

It was more than 10 years ago that Lloyd George 
described Etirope as an armed camp. Since then 
the madness has gone on at an ever-increasing pace. 
The world’s bill for arms during this year will ex- 
ceed 14 billion dollars. All the nations, big and 
small, are éhgaged in this dreadful rivalry. Russia 
has an air force numerically greater than Germany’s; 
France has, in military judgment, “the finest. army 
in the world;” England’s expenditures this year will 
approach two billion dollars, and, removed though 
we be from the bristling threat of Burope’s frenzy, 
the United States has entered “the race for bank- 
ruptcy,” with a five-year program that will approxi- 
mate five billion dollars. 

If Germany wants war, as Goering all but as- 
serts, she will find: a world virtually as well armed 
as herself, with vastly greater resources, and equally 
determined to fight it out to a finish. The physical 
destruction of a European war with today’s armament | 
staggers imagination, but, unlike the World War, the 
German people at its tragic close would gaze upon 
a devastated area, not-an unscathed German coun- 
tryside. 

Yet this suicide of civilization, as many predict 
another European war will be, could 80 easily be 
avoided by chancelleries motivated by judgment and 
honorable purpose. ,The speech of President Benes 
of Czechoslovakia may be offered as the document in 
evidence.

The Food and Drug Administra- 
tion, announcing that the applicable section of the 
law now is in effect, has issued a statement that will 
reassure the public about sulfanilamide. The state- 
ment says: 


It is the consensus of qualified experts that 
sulfanilamide is a valuable aid in the treatment 
of several serious disease conditions when the 
dosage is properly adjusted to the requirement 
of the individual patient and frequency of 
dosage and duration of treatment are intelligent- 
ly and expertly directed: It is further the con- 
sensus of such experts that, when used under 
other conditions, it:is a dangerous drug, capable 
of causing serious injury and even death. 


The administration therefore rules that sale of the 
substance and preparations containing it.“for indis- 
criminate use by the general public” is punishable 
under the law. Public health thus is to be benefited 
through use of the drug under the proper safeguard, 
namely, prescription by a physician. The public will 
be protected from injury, too, since the drug may 
| mot be used in patent’ medicines by the minority. of 
reckless or {gnorant manufacturers.

A BROADER BASE FOR DEMOCRACY. 

The abolition of poll taxes, as urged by the Pres- 
ident in a press conference, is not an issue he- 
tween the parties, as all of the eight states collecting 
such a levy are in the Solid South. The President's 
concern in the matter -may therefore be attributed 
to a desire to see the base of democracy broadened |

Missouri and Arkansas afford a. d example of 


the difference in the vote. in states which do and 
do not levy a poll tax. Excluding the Negro vote, 
which is subject to particular restrictions in the 
South, the ratio of white voters to the total number 
of members of that race of eligible age was .25 per 
per cent. in Arkansas in the last presidential race, 
against 80 per cent in Missouri. Including Negroes, 
the ratio of voters to persons of eligible age was 
only 17 per cent in Arkansas. 

In the eight poll tax states-+-Alabama, Arkansas, 
Georgia, Mississippi, South Carolina, Tennessee, 
Texas and Virginia—the ratio of voters to persons of 
eligible age is only a little better than 21 per cent. 
In the 40 states having no poll tax the ratio is 71 
per cent. 

Worst of all, some of the Southern states make the 
poll tax cumulative: If a voter falls behind, he 
must pay the full amount for all the years in which 
he is in arrears before he can yote again. 

The poll tax is usually $1.50 to $2 a year, but even 
this is excessively onerous in view of the low average 
income in the South. In Georgia, for example, the 
average annual income for a farmer is $187. The 
average income for all classes of employed persons 
is $243, and in one county the average cash income 
is only $37 a year. To persons in such an income 
group, a poll tax of $1.50 may easily be as great a 
barrier as a levy of from $20 to $30 would be to a 
person earning $2500 a year. 

Arkansas votes in November upon a constitutional 
amendment to abolish the poll tax. It is to be hoped 
that Arkansas voters will approve the amendment 
and thus take the lead jn bringing the poll tax 
states abreast of the rest of the nation in this fun- 
damental aspect of democracy.

| {Energy Transmitted That Way + 


May Be Greater Than That 
From Heat. 


The fifth International Congress for 


Applied Mechanics, made up of 
scientists who work on the prob- 


‘ems of Archimedes, Galileo and 


Newton, began its first session in 
four years today with a study of 
oceans. ~The object is to learn to 
predict weather and_ climate 
changes far in advance from dis- 


‘covering the laws of ocean cur 


rents. . 

A study was reported by Dr. H. 
U. Sverdrup, of the University of 
Bergen, Norway, ana University of 
California. It is probable, he said, 
that the energy transmitted to the 
ocean by the wind is much greater 
than that from heat. 

“If this is true,” ue added, “the 
ocean represents a machine which 
is principally kept running at an 
average constant speed by the fric- 
tional drag*exerted on the surface 
of the sea by the fast-running at- 
mosphere.” 

Dr. Sverdrup proposed an altern- 
ative for the idea that the icy water 
found at the bottom of all tropical 
oceans is due to sub-surface cur- 
rents flowing from polar regions. 
The same thing can happen, he 
said, without much current. 

The new mechanism for this is 
“lateral mixing.” It is like a row 
of men passing a chunk of ice from 
hand to hand. The polar cold 
passes toward the tropics without 
the water having to flow except 
in small eddies set side by side like 
the wheels of a clock. 

Reason for this belief, Dr. Sver~- 
drup said, is a recent discovery that 
similar passage of cold occurs in 
the earth’s atmosphere. 

About 300 delegates from 12 coun- 
tries comprise the present Con- 
gress, They work on application 
of the laws of mechanics -o prob- 
lems whose solution it is hoped will 
make machines, airplanes, build- 
ings, bridges and all the materials 
of industry better suited to human 
needs.

Now he reads 
from his reader these familiar 


‘|stories. He will read them first by 


memory, from the context, but the 
teacher will arrange to use these 
words in a fresh story, and he will 
read under his own power. It 
usually takes from one year to 18 
months in g@ementary school, to 
accomplish this miracle. 


Reading is the most important 
subject for a child to master. If 
he learns to read, in the highest 
sense of reading, he has an open 
door to an education he needs or 
desires. Too often the children 
only learn to read words, ‘They 
call the words accurately, but they 
have little or no meaning for them. 
This is easily discovered. Let the 
child read a story, or an interesting 


couple of minutes and tell what it 
was he read. If he tells a clear, 
story, without clinging tightly to 
memorized texts, he is reading. If 
he tries to-recite the text, he is not 
reading; he is calling words. , 


, This is one of the most critical 
stages of a child’s learning. [If 
he is not taught in the early years 
of.the elementary course, to read 
for meaning, he is going to be 
handicapped the rest of the way. 
If he learns to read intelligently 
at the start, he has a big hold on 
success in the upper courses of his 
schooling.

IVERS and waterways of Eu- 
rope were an old, but never un- 
interesting, story to Maj.

Raven-Hart, bearded English canoe 
enthusiast. He had paddled his 
collapsible seven-ply rubber and 
Canvas craft through some of the 
most romantic spots on the conti- 


to cruise what to him was the most 
romantic and majestic stream of 
all, the Mississippi. The river of 
Mark Twain. 

So it was fitting that when at 
last’ he achieved his ambition, 
brought his canoe to this country 
and paddled the length of the river 
to Baton Rouge, La., he should start 
from Hannibal, birthplace of Mark 
Twain. Fitting, too, that-his cruise, 
all that he had expected it to be, 
finished, he should, as did Twain, 
write an account of it. His account, 
recently published by Houghton 
Mifflin Co., he calls simply “Down 
the Mississippi,” but it is an inter- 
esting commentary on the éccentric- 
ities of Americans as observed along 
the river by an Englishman. The 
commentary is seldom unfavorable, 
though, for Maj. Raven-Hart in- 
stinctively liked the river people; 
the mere fact that they chose to 
live on the ‘great Mississippi was 
to him well nigh a virtue. 

Most incomprehensible. to him 
was the emptiness of the river of 
traffic, of the failure of those who 
live along it to put it to use Rare 
canoes in the vicinity of towns, 
somewhat less rare motorboats, a 
moonlight excursion boat, and the 
river seemed abandoned to barges, 
dredges, and Maj, Raven-Hart’s ca- 
noe with its two paddlers, himsgif 
and a young companion. . He cuuld 
not understand why the passage of 
a canoe should be news stories in 
many of the towns at which he 
stopped; that river people looked 
upon him and his companion as 
something of an oddity, as they 
looked upon a youth who was swim- 
ming down the river and making 
movie theater appearances on the 
way. Americans, he concluded, do 
not appreciate the river. 

“An American canoer of great 
experience warned me against the 
river—‘dull, .wide, mud¢y, and the 
towns a long way apart,’” he sum- 
marizes the cruise. “Well, I myself 
found it less monotonous than the 
lower Elbe or the lower Vistula; it 
certainly is wide, but there is a 
grandeur about these plains of wa- 
ter which appealed to me more and 
more every day; it is no muddier 
than. most of the ‘beautiful blue 
Danube’; and the scarcity ef towns 
brings with it the intoxicating free- 
dom that to me was perhaps the 
chief charm of the cruise... . 
Here, to be horribly honest, it was 
a pleasure to think on landing at a 
townlet: ‘Well, let’s eat and buy 
groceries and get away again—no 
sights to see here, thank Heaven!’” 

Pronunciation and food intrigued 
the Englishman’s interest; most of 
all food, for, he remarks: “To a 
canoer food in past, present and 
future ‘is a subject of importance 
second only to wind and weather.”

South’s honor tricks and distri- 
bution should have been expressed 
with an opening bid of one no 
trump rather than one heart, but 
this is merely an academic criticism 
inasmuch as the same final contract 
would have been reached. 

West opened the spade jack and 
declarer, for reasons best known to 
himself, won with dummy’s king. 
He entered his own hand with a 
heart to the ace, and returned a dia~- 
mond toward dummy, finessing the 
ten spot. East won with the queen 
and gave careful consideration to 
his return. The play of the spade 
king on the first trick had been 
highly informative, although, of 
course, declarer had not realized 
that that could be the case. West's 
opening lead of the spade jack 
could have been from only one 
og two combinations. It was, 
of’ course, the top of a sequence, but 
it might be from a holding of 
J 109 x, or from A J 109 x. Which 
it was could be determined only by 
consideration of declarer’s play. If 
declarer’s spade holding had been 
the queen without the ace, he would 
not have dreamed of putting up 
dummy’s king. As an elementary 
play to gain two spade tricks and 
stoppers, he would have let the 
opening lead ride to his own queen, 
Thus, declarer’s play of the king 
was indisputable proof that he and 
not West had the ace, and, of 
course, the queen was marked in de- 
clarer’s hand by the lead of the 
jack. 

Once East determined that it 
would be futile to pound away at 
spades, he was led to.the correct 
defense. He returned his fourth 
best club and, from that point on 
the defenders were in the driver’s 
seat. Declarer played low, and West 
did likewise, merely forcing dum- 
my’s club queen with the eight spot, 
Declarer could not run nine tricks 
without establishing a diamond, and 
East, on winning with the diamond 
ace, returned another club through 
the king, permitting West to cash 
three club tricks. 

Obviously declarer’s carelessness 
in putting up dammy’s spade king 
on the first lead had made matters 
much easier for the defenders. If 
the lead had been allowed to ride 
to the closed hand, and had been 
‘won with the queen, East would 
have had a difficult decision. to 
make as to what card to return 
after winning with his diamond 
queen.
